R. Carter, Sup.—The Baptist Orphan- 
oge which was established twenty-five years ago has cared for more than one 
thousand children, many. of whom are now filling positiqns of usefulness in 
our state and olher states. We have now in the home one hundred and 
elghty childrdn, all of whom are in good health. and are being trained in many 
of the arts ahd avocations preparatory to a useful life; special attention be- 
ing given to [thelr mental, moral and religious training. 

This home is supported entirely by voluntary contributions. Our people 
nave been loyal in their support of our orphan children = in the years past. 
They are now receiving thelr support through the 75 Million fund, their pro- 
fata of whichis just sufficient to meet their actual expenses if all pledges are 
paid. We ugge our churches and Sunday Schools to pay up their pledges to 
he 75 Millioh Campaign so that our childre nu may have their living. We 
would also ufge that our people continue tdeir donations of clothing, dry 
, &0ods, grocerjes, and supplies of all kinds which help very materially in their
